Continuation of 3. NOTE: The admendment to claim 23 requiring the "hand grip portion is sloped toward said blade" requires further 
search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. While the amendment to claim 23 may be sufficient to overcome the prior art of record, 
further search and consideration is required before a determination of patentability can be made. 

Regarding the rejections under 35 (JSC 112 of claims 24 and 25, Applicant's arguments are insufficient. For instance, the limitation 
requiring "engagement of said blade with one or more of said handle and said blade mounting screw" is not understood or sufficiently 
described in the original disclosure. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

While Davey may state an advantage of his device is the lack of moving parts, this does not mean the combination suggested by the 
examiner teaches away from the reference. Fastening devices such as screws, nails, pins, bolts, and the like are recognized equivalents 
in the art since they all perform the same function of securing components to one another. While the fastener disclosed by Davey may 
be superior, this does not mean another fastener would be nonobvious. U A known or obvious composition does not become patentable 
simply because it has been described as somewhat inferior to some other product for the same use." In re Gurley, 27 F.3d 551, 554, 31 
USPQ2d 1 1 30, 1 1 32 (Fed. Cir. 1 994).
